Lamb's Hlory hns been required reading Tor 
students lor .10 lonp that It probnbly Is vin- 
recessary to recall more than the title. But 
Just In case some reader had the mumps at 
the time the English literature class 
atudylnp the story, a brief relresher may be 
permissible, along with apologies tor errors 
due to rusty memory, 

In a far-o(f time In Ch!ra, according to 
Lamb, the people kept the pig In the parlor {a 
practice later to be mistakenly credited to 
the Irish). One day a house caught fire and 
everything. Inciudlrfr the pig, was destroyed. 
A son of the family took hold of the charred 
carcass, burned his fingers, popped them Into 
his mouth to cooi them, and was rewarded 
by a new and exceedingly pleasant taste. 

As we remember It, the news of his dla 
covery got around. There ensued quite i 
vogue for setting fire to the family dwelling 
In order to enjoy the new delicacy. It was 
quite a time before some Inventive fellow 
discovered that It was possible to prepare 
roast pig without the drastic necessity of 
burning oneself out of hiuse and home. 

Someday we shall probably be serving 
Btomlcally roasted pig for Sunday dinner— If 
all goes well. We have been assured that It Is 
at least theoretically possible (or the cleaving 
atom to cook our meals and wash the dishes, 
besld&a providing energy for a multitude of 
other tasks. But we are going about the task 
of accomplishing all this much in the man- 
ner of Lamb's ancient Chinese. 

A little leu than a year ago we destroyed 
a good many houses and, presumably, a good 
many pigs by atomic fission In two Japanese 
cities. Now we have tried out an atomic bomb 
on several million dollars' worth of warships 
In order to find out, among other things. Just 
how Buccestaful atomic energy ta at roasting 
pigs. 

That admittedly wasnt the primary con- 
sideration of the test. But one might make 
out a pretty valid case in support of the con- 
tention that It should have been. For surely 
no one In his right mind wants to use the 
harnessed atom for anything but peaceful 
and helpful tasks. 

We may chuckle at Lamb's sharp satire 
■without believing that the stupid bungling of 
his primitive Chinese really had much con- 
nection with enlightened modern man. But 
see what enlightened modem man Is up to 
right now. Representatives of his leading en- 
lightened governments are desperately trying 
to devise a system to tccep themselves and 
each other from using a wonderful, appalling 
new discovery In a way that no one wants It 
used. 

The only ditference Is that man must find 
a way to keep from destroying not Just his 
family dwelling, but any or all of the cities he 
has built upon the earth, before he can safely 
use this new method of preparing pig for the 
table. 



NOT SO BAD AFTER ALL 
Despite all the dire warnings that this 
country would suffer a major catastrophe If 
the OPA were permitted to die, we seem to be 
keeping our heads above water even though 
the price controllers have been out of the 
picture for nearly two weeks while the battle 
goes on In Washington. 

There Is no denying that some Items having 
a direct bearing on living costs took a sharp 
Jump, but that Is not necessarily a result of 
OPA regulations being suspended. Other re- 
lated factors must be taken Into considera- 
tion before we attach too much importance 
to a continuation of price controls. 

In the first place, prices on many commodi- 
ties would hove gone up anyway because of 
Increases OPA had Just granted In a final 
desperate effort to maintain Its artificial 
controls. 

The Increase In the price of butter, cheese 
and a number of other products would have 
come anyway, Irrespective of OPA, due to the 
removal of government subsidies, which 
throws the entire cost of such foods onto the 
consumer where It obviously belongs. 

There Is logic In some form of rent controls, 
because It wlU be Impossible to meet the na- 
tional housing demands for a year or more. 
But production of everything else can get Into 
full stride In short order once Industry Is 
relieved of restrictions and labor troubles. 
And there Is nothing that wlU stem the tide 
of Inflation like an all-out production that 
will meet the public's demands. Competition 
will automatically take care of prices and the 
coat of living. 

So utaesa there Is xome Indication that we 
an golDg to have a much wilder runaway of 
Xirlees than bu taken place so far, we had 
twttar mark time and let OPA die a natural 
desth U possible.

The day ot statuary, granite shafts and their like 
has pasted. The expressed preference of people In 
and following World war II has beein for living 
memorials, eiempllfled by the outline which caused 
residents of Walla Walla to vol* favorably for the 
park development here, 

A suitable plate or tablet of lasting metal, setting 
forth the purposes of the memorial park, ahould suf- 
Ilce to cany the message to vlillors and lo future 
generations. The funiti that would have to be spent 
tor an Imposbig monument are belter devoted to the 
tacUIUei which will help make Walla Walla a better 
place In which lo live. 

There are hundreds of communltlea acroaa our 
broad land which have thought this problem though 
and arrived at a decision approxlmatutg that ot this 
community. Our park project may. tax our ingenuity 
tor a' while lo provide the coats ot upke«p and main- 
tenance, but we will have opportunity to show whether 
we want It sutlldently to work but that problem.
